June 1-1 — Con- 
fidence and encouragement are 
the kevs to successful swiniminp 
acording to hCarles L. Schontz, 
of the Louisville Y. M. C. A. Un- 
less the beginner has confidence 
in his own ;ii.ility he never wiV 
learn to swim succes^'iully, m tlir 
opinion of Mr. Schontz. 

There are htHiflreds of profes- 

■ional swimming teachers, ac- 
Cfirding to Mr. Schontz, and ev- 
ery one' of them wiH tell their 
l)ni)ils that their method is the 
best. The instructions which Mr. 
.Schontz gives beginners have 
been obtined from conversations 
with instructors at Manlialtnn 
Beach, Brighton Beach, the New 
York Athletic Club and other or- 
ganizations. TTe gives his sv,- 
temi, not as the onlv one, but as 
one of the -many systems which 
are sucessful. 

The classes in swimming at the 
Y. M. C. A. here vary according 
to the tv})e of pupils. Fat and 
elderly persons usually get bet- 
ter results from side and breast 
strokes; medium, slender or thin 
persons usually take readily to 
tlie crawl stroke, which undoubt- 
edly is the easiest stroke wheti 
mastered, according to .Schontz, 
He recommends that pupils con- 
fine their efforts to qne stroke 
when beginning and acquire abil- 
ity in one method. 

The first lesson for men and- 
bovs is usually the same. Mr. 
Schontz hs outlined his sj'stem 
as follows: 

First Lesson
